K.  J.  R.  I  [ERTER,  having  recently  decided  to  retire  from 
his  present  business,  has  consigned  to  the  American  Art 
Association-Anderson  Galleries,  Inc.,  his  entire  stock  to 


be  liquidated  at  auction  sale.  The  furniture,  which  is  mainly  French 
of  the  sixteenth,  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries,  is  largely  of 
the  undecOrated  type  popularly  termed  "Provincial"  and  is  con- 
structed in  those  woods  which  rely  chiefly  on  color  tor  their  appeal, 
such  as  light  textured  t  ruitwood,  unfigured  w  alnut,  and  the  plain 
surfaced  mahogany  known  as  acajou,  exhibiting  a  minimum  of  carv- 
ing and  inlay. 

A  number  of  small  writing  and  work  tables  w  ill  make  a  special 
appeal  because  of  their  ingenuity  of  construction  and  delicacy  of 
design.  Small  settees  or  love  seats,  tauteuils,  chaffeuse  chairs,  and 
banquettes  of  the  Louis  Quinze  and  Seize  Periods  in  cabriolet  anil 
revived  classical  forms  are  covered  in  velvets  and  silks  of  the  period. 
Also  included  are  numerous  small  tables  of  the  cabaret,  bureau, 
liseuse,  coifteuse  and  chevet  type;  a  variety  of  commodes,  carved 
and  otherwise;  encoignures,  buffets  and  armoires;  refectory  tvpe 
dining  tables;  turned  settees,  benches,  and  chairs  of  an  earlier 
century  in  verdure  tapestry  ami  needlepoint  of  the  period. 

French  ami  Flemish  tapestries  of  the  sixteenth,  seventeenth, 
and  eighteenth  centuries  include  a  number  of  choice  verdures,  one 
of  which  [No.  360]  is  a  silk-woven  French  paysac/e  panel  in  the 
manner  of  Poussin  with  splendid  border  after  Dcsportes.  Another 
finely  woven  piece  [No.  363]  is  a  later  Gothic  feuilles  dc  ehoux 
panel  of  late  fifteenth  century  Flanders  weave  exhibiting  the  Gothic 
fieurettes  ii  clochettes  and  small  animal  forms.  Fxceptionally  tine 
is  the  VIEUX  PARIS  panel  by  I. a  Planche  [No.  362]  after  a  cartoon 
by  Simon  Vouet,  illustrating  an  episode  from  the  story  of  Ulysses 
and  superbly  woven  in  silk  enriched  with  gold  and  silver  thread. 
The  panel  woven  with  a  representation  of  Flora  [No.  177]  which, 
because  of  certain  technicalities  ot  weave,  has  been  attributed  in 
the  catalogue  to  the  Beauvais  manufacturv,  ami  by  others  to 
Brussels,  will  create  considerable  interest  and  is  a  good  example  of 
tapestry  weaving.  In  addition  to  these,  there  is  a  group  of  Beauvais- 
woven  modern  panels,  copies  after  famous  Gothic  and  eighteenth 
century  tapestries  in  the  Cluny  Museum  and  elsewhere. 


A  few  words  of  introduction  are  perhaps  necessary  concerning 
the  transparent  tapestries,  or  tapisseries  ajourees,  which  are  rapidly 
becoming  popular  as  a  form  of  modern  interior  decoration.  These 
hangings  are  woven  in  such  a  manner  as  to  admit  light  and  air  to 
an  interior,  are  extremely  fanciful  and  colorful  in  design,  and  are 
woven  after  cartoons  by  Monzana-Pissarro,  Jane  Levy,  Gaston 
Cretin,  and  Azema. 

Fabrics  of  the  sixteenth,  seventeenth,  and  eighteenth  centuries 
include  choice  brocades,  velvets  and  embroideries  in  a  beautiful 
variety  of  color  and  comprise  a  number  of  copes  in  Louis  Quatorze 
and  Quinze  brocade,  altar  frontals  in  applique  velvet,  and  linen 
and  satin  coverlets  embroidered  with  silks.

THESE  tapisseries  ajourees  portray  a  novel  and  ingenious  adap- 
tation of  a  mode  of  decoration  of  the  past  to  the  requirements 
of  a  modern  interior.
